' ferent kinds of money current in 
the empire, was the favorite ob­ 
ject of speculation. 
“The third way of making money 
j was by cornering food stuffs and 
selling them dear. 
Rome 
was a 
I very large citv of some two million 
• inhabitants which had grown up in 
a few generations and had to be 
, fed from a distance, the grain crops 


I being grown down on the north Af- j 
rican coast. 
This facilitated food 1 
! hoarding and profiteering. 
I “The fourth way of making money 
I was by speculation in land. 
Rome 


I grew rapidly out ever the estates 
; surrounding it, and these were split 
up into parcels and sold 
at great 
profit. 
“The fifth way was by 
corrup- 
j tion in politics, usually not in Rome 
! itself, but out in the provinces and 
| by the farm ing of taxes, and other 
j abuses.” 
There are surprising similarities 
I with later times in all this. Ameri- 
I ca, too, has had its orgy of specula- 
l tion and extravagance, and that is 
behind us. 
Now* we have returned 
to the ways of thrift and saner liv- 
j ing. 
Once more we humans are 
j climbing out of a hole of our own 
digging. 
This 
brief page 
from 
I history throw’s a bright ray of light 
; ahead. 
It shows that we shall win 
I again as we always have.

As a result, 
the banking laws of the state have been written not 
by bankers, but by others in public office who have 
lacked the banker’s special knowledge and experience. 


The responsibility for maintaining conditions of 
stability and security falls heaviest upon the shoul­ 
ders of the banker who is earnestly and sincerely 
working for the good of the community. 


Therefore, it is the contention of this association 
that the banker should be consulted and be given a 
part in writing a new State banking act which will 
provide the protection which every depositor has a 
right to expect.
